In IntiodnetkNi tbe revetend lecturer 
dccland that Leo Xin. waa tbe greatest 
atateaman and acbolar of tbe world. 
In rapiil order he dwelt BUCCCiaiTely on 
bis iKjyhcKMl anil young priesthood — steps 
of preparation for the great pUce this 
Pope today occupies in the sphere of tlic 
world'a activities— told how he l>ecanie 
Nnndo, Bishop and Archbishop, always 
gathering fruit from each ex^rience, 
alwaya ripening, until he watches to<1ay 
at ninety-one tbe ^ritual father aud lii^h 
shepherd of 800,000.000 people, univer- 
sally honored and regarded aa one of the 
Kreai philiinthropists and theologians of 
the age a poet nearing his century of 
years, a moralist whose utterances are 
heard with respect by all the learned of 
earth whenever he speaks. 

Touching the Papacy, Pather Rock 
abowcd tbe beneficent influence it has 
exerdaed upon each ancceaaive age. 
Orapbically be told bow in the early 
ages Italy waa aaved from fierce North- 
ern invadera by the heroic ooodnct of 
Pope Gregory, and how, fo rgetful of t his 
and a thousand noble (ictloni HfllUt' on 
the jiart of those who have occupiol 
Peter's chair from the dawn of Chris- 
tianity, modem secret societies in Italy 
and everywhere are scheming to destroy 
tbe church which Christ e^bliabed; 
bow Italian civilization itaelf is being 
deatroyed through their machinations; 
bow property ia no kmgar aafe; bow tbe 
Pope himself is kept priaoacr. when of 
right and dignity he should be allowed to 
perform his function as father ol all un- 
tratumeletl, as even Biamaidt bMii ago 
admittc<l was his right. 

Adverting to his career and his uni- 
versal solicitude, Father Rock related 
how, notwithstanding the wrongs he had 
anffetcd, Leo XIII. ia ever watchful of 
tbe qiiiitual and material interests of 
bnmanity; bow bia varioua McydicaU 
have one unvariable tendenev to oak* 
111.11 better, juster and nobler spiritually 
ami morally. He alone among states- 
men has dared to point out the right way 
on the labor question and on the ques- 
tion of socialism, proposing remedies 
which if universally adopted would result 
in curing tbe eviU which infest society. 
Stalad be ianMamately called the "poor 
nan'a Pope" aad tbe Pope who urges 
that juatly obtainad wealth ia entitled to 
emption from tbe hranda of anaidiism 
an>l <lestructioniam— a juat father deair- 
ing justice to prevail among all his chil- 
dren. In conclusion the speaker drew a 
sublime picture of this grand old man, 
sitting throned allhouKh prisoner, high 
above all Kings, Emperors, Kaisers or 
Ciaca, tbe mler of 300.000,000 people, 
conpoaed o( every race and tongue earth 
kaowa. Prom every point oJ view tbe 
lecture waa a moat impceaaive ooe and a 
powerful analysU of tbe peat aad pteaent 
of history end the cooditiaaa aad ten- 
dencies of the age. It waa a nmaAable 
lecture and the eloquence of tbe apeaker 
in perfect keeping with the subject dis- 
cussed. 

The devotions were conducted by Rev. 
Pather Murphy, of the Cathedral, and 
within the sanctuary were many priests, 
among them Rev. Fathers Fowler, Weiss, 
VftiA, Gaataldi and Connolly and Mr. 
Bdwaid McDonogb. Tbe singing and 
aoloaby tbe choir were exoellea^, tbe 
writer having seldom heard any more 
•rtiaticaUy rendered.

CASE OF FATHER PHILLIPS. 

The sensation of the week in the 
secular press has been 4lie mysteri- 
ous death of Father E. S. Phillips, 
of Hazelton, Pa. Father Phillips, 
on account of his phenomenal suc- 
cess in settling hibor troubles In his 
section, has gradually come to be 
known as "the miners' friend." 
He disappeared from his parish on 
April aj, and last Friday his body 
was found in a small room belong- 
ing to "Dr." Kirk Stanley, a mas- 
sage specialist living in an obscure 
flat in New York. Tbe facts in the 
ca.se already have been exploitetl in 
the daily papers. The mystery sur- 
rounding its recovery has been one 
of the sensatkNUi of the honr. 

We are glad to find the latest re- 
ports clear up one charge frequently 
alleged by the dispatches, viz. , that 
Father Phillips went to the rooms 
of this pretended specialist prompt- 
ed by immoral motives. Stanley's 
own attorney and himself have made 
a statement that any snch report is 
false, althongh it is alleged that he 
was, and for several days had been, 
heavily under the Influence of 
liqnor. It remains to be seen 
whether or not even this charge can 
be proved. Time may show that it 
can not. 

Our own conviction is that Pather 
Phillips adjourned to Stanley's 
rooms with intention of receiving 
treatmtnt at the hands of this pre- 
tended specialist. It is known that 
he was a firm believer in massage. 
While there he may have died from 
the effects of unskUed aervke, 
owing to existing heart trouble, or 
he may have been killed for the 
money which he might reasonably 
be supposed to carry about him. 
Owing to the mysterious disappear 
ance of Stanley's alleged wife the 
day succeeding the unhappy clergy 
man's death, the latter appears to 
us the more reasonable theory just 
now. We have no fear whatever 
but the truth will soon be known 

Such tragedies seldom occur, but 
they are shocking whenever they 
do. If, indeed. Father Phillips 
drank as charged, the fact is an 
fortunate, but not half so appalling 
as the first charge urged a^jainst 
him by tbe lying massage doctot. 
Evidently the tasthnony of such a 
man is unworthy of credit. Because 
this is true the proper course is to 
believe no statement until the facts 
are all laki bare. Similar diarges 
of immorality were urged against 
the unfortunate Father Riegel, of 
Philadelphia, last February, it mutt 
be remembered, yet today the chief 
conspirators in his sudden taking 
off admit that they lied, and that 
Father Riegel was not guilty as as- 
serted. They, too, schemed todis- 
honor his memory, but the truth 
would not remain bid. Until 



immorality, or dissipation can find 
it without trouble, and deplores the 
snggetled farther relaxatimtttf the 
laws regulating the same.

It maaaa tbe nae 
of kooek-oot drops sod aaad-bsgging. 
It means aaregnlatad dSDcet in liqoor 
resorts, where tbe danghtera of the work- 
ing j>eoj)le are allured to their own sor 
row. It means the evolution of callow 
boys into fl.-innel-necked sports. It 
means easy access to shell games, pooling 
resorts and cheap gambling places, 
where young men and boys are tempted 
to lose their wages and to lay tbe founda- 
tioB of bad haMU and d ts hoa ai t methods. 
It means all this, and a good deal more 
that can not bc as ainch aa mentioned 
anions Christiana. 

The least devont of us are sccnstoaMd 
to say in the I/jrd's prayer: "Lead us 
not into temptation." We ask that we 
and our sons and daughters Ik- prolecteil 
from the temptations to vice am! sin 
which may exist about uii. How insin- 
cere wc are if, while asking God to lead 
us away from temptations, we never- 
tbdcia vote for a "wideK>pen" town 
—vote to allow Hen to flaaat itadf and 
advertise itself: vote to allow trapa to be 
sot for our lirollier-man and for the 
undoing of his sons and daughters; vote 
to license the devil; vite to weaken the 
force of law and to ridicule the precepts 
of God. 

Does not a goodly part of this ar 
raignment apply to Louisville? Of 
course it applies ahm to every Uirge 
city In thecountry, Init with greater 
force here, perhaps, than elsewhere. 
Wherever such conditfcMis exist, 
however, those responsible for their 
existence must reflect that through 
this advocacy of a fuller license 
modern civilization is being de- 
stroyed. If we do not mean to 
return to ontright paganism it is 
time to call a halt. In allowing 
traps to be set for the ensnaring of 
our neighbors' sons and daughters 
we set them for the ensnaring of 
our own.

Tbe 
devil is always seeking opportunity 
to destroy both priest aud the 
priest's fair fame.

It seems ss if the dsy wss not far dis- 
tant when Ireland will be completely 
Catholic from end to end. In Ulster the 
church ia at present making great head- 
way. A book entitled ".Some Notable 
Conversions in the County of Wexfonl" 
has just appeare<l. The author, I<ather 
Kirk, tells in a simple, unaflecte«l way 
the/aory of bis conversion to the Catho- 
lic fdth. It ia, we believe, geaerally 
tboui^t that tlie annber of Protestants 
who sre reorived into tbe dinreh ia Ira- 
lanil is very small. But this supposition 
is scarcely correct. Ireland supplies quite 
a considerable nunilwr of converts, and
